WORK OF:STREET RAILWAY COMMISSION. 

Recomménds short term grants at the ex- 
piration of franchises in 1908. 

Recommends the unification of street railway 
systems. . 

Recommends the creation of a commission on 
local transportation for jurisdiction over trac- 
tion affairs. — 

Recommends the referendum of all traction 
ordinances to the people on petition of 20 per 
cent of the voters. 

Recommends action to secure authority from 
the Legislature for municipal operations or own- 
ership of street railways with the consent of 
four-sevenths of the voters. 

Recommends regulations to prevent stock 
watering by companies and to enforce annual 
publication of accounts. 


‘These are the recommendations which will 
be submitted to the Council by the Street 
Railway commission appointed a year ago 
to devise a traction policy for the city with 
reference to the extension of franchise 
grants. The report of the commission with 
one of its two traction bills, the street rall- 
way bill, will be given to the Council on 
Monday night. The subway bill will be 
handed in later, and both measures are ex- 
pected to reach the Legislature in January. 

While, technically, the report will be given 
to the Council at its next meeting, it will not 


at the first meeting after the holiday adjourn- 
ment, Jan. 7. 


May Act on Part of Plan Now. 
Short term grants, unification of traction 
systems, and the establishment of a Commis- 
sion on Local Transportation are recom- 
- mendations in the report which may be acted 


on at onced by the Council, and, if adopted, 


will establish the city’s policy with regar@te" 


| the renewal of franchises upon their expira- 


tion. For the settlement of these questions 
it will not be necessary to await legislative 
action. 

It is proposed to give to the commission 
which it is recommended to be established 
the authority for the enforcement of condi- 
tions made in the grants to tlie traction com- 
panles. Expert service, it is recommended, 
should be secured for this commission, and it 
should be given offices in the City Hall. It 
would be vested with authority to obtain for 
the people the service demanded in the fran- 
chises and to enforce all agreements entered 
into by the traction companies. — 


Twenty Years for Renewals. 8 
In the judgment of the commission the 
city should renew the traction grants at 
their expiration, but should limit the life of 
the new franchises to twenty years, with a 
provision that the city may assume owner- 
ship or operation at the expiration of any 
five-year period if the service of the com- 
pany be not maintained at standard. The 
entire trend of the report and of the street 
railway bill is for the unification of the sys- 
tems of the city and the granting of a monop- 
oly to the combined companies. 
In ͤ the event of the city not being able to 
secure the consolidation of the companies 
it is suggested that at least they be com- 
pelled to make common use of certain tracks 
in the down-town district and discard others 
for the improvement of traffic interests. 


Provision for Referendum. 

The report of the commission alsb reviews 
the work of the body during its year’s work. 
The bill which is submitted with the report 
provides for the submission of any traction 
ordinance te the people for ratification upon 
the demand of 10 per cent of the voters. The 
municipal ownership section provides that 
the city may assume operafion or control of 
traction lines upon the ratification of action 
by four-sevenths of the voters. 

The referendum clause,“ said Mr. Fore- 
man, “will prevent any boodle legislation. 
It is probable that the right never would be 
used. It would serve its purpose as a deter- 
rent, and the Council would not permit the 
passage of questionable ordinances.” 

Two phases of municipal ownership are 
provided for in the bill for permission to un- 
dertake control of the lines. One is for own- 
ership of the tracks and the lease of the 
lines to companies, and the other is for the 
operation of the lines by the city. 


DEATH COMES TO YOUTH : 
WHEN HE BEGINS WORK ' - 
HE HAD LONG SOUGHT. 


George Steegart, Happy in the Thought 
He Would Be Able to Support His 
Aged Parents, Killed by“ L“ Train— 
Long List of Accidents. 


The employment that he had sought for 
several months was secured yesterday by 
young George Steegart. Half an hour later 
he was dying. His new position cost him his 
life. A number of other accidents may have 
se terminations. The casualties of the 


having a large practice cannot afford to de- 
vote a great amount of time to doing this 
work themselves, and hence 4 demand for 
good assistants. The Haskel? school is con- 
ducted to supply this demand. If the dentist 
undertakes to train the assistant himself the 
process is too tedious. Almost invariably the 
‘assistant, after being trained, quits and goes 
to college. The Haskell Post-Graduate 
School of Prosthetic Dentistry was the firs; 
institution in the country to recognize 2 
need and to fill it. 

In addition to training young men and 
women in mechanical dentistry as dentists’ 
assistants, the school also conducts a course 
for post-graduates. Many of its students 
have come direct from advanced work in 
other dental schools. The Haskell school has 


a large laboratory and workroom at 17 Van 
Buren street. | 


Dr. Haskell’s Long Service. | 


L. P. Haskell, who founded the school, 
is one of the oldest and best known dentists 
in Chicago, who has lectured on dentistry in 
several Chicago colleges, and in a number of 
cities outside of Chicago. When he retired 

m the Presidency last May it was due to 

e fact that he was over 70 years old, and 
that he felt it his duty to turn the school over 
to a younger man. He had been head of the 
school for fourteen years, and it had acquired 
a wide reputation. 

The new President chosen was Dr. 
Tant, who came to Chicago in 1893, and who 
had been Dr. Haskell’s business partner for 
several years. Dr. Yant was familiar’ with 
Dr. Haskell’s ideas, and had become imbued 
with his interest in the school. Dr. Tant 
lives at 1453 West Monroe street. | 

Dr. E. J. Ward, the present secretary of the 
school, was for several years demonstrator 
of operative dentistry at the Ohio State Col- 


lege. He has an office in the Columbus 
Memorial Building, and enjoys a large pri- 


vate practice, in addition to his work at the 
Haskell School. The other instructors of the 
school are equally well fitted for teaching 
practical work. | 


Methods Never Questioned. 


Secretary Reid of the State Board of Dental 
Examiners spoke highly of the Haskell 
School yesterday, and said that he had 
known it long and favorably. Its methods 
never had been questioned as being any- 
thing! but the best, he said. W. C. nh 
attorney for the school, sald: 

J have known the Haskell Post-Graduate 
School of Prosthetic Dentistry long and fa- 
vorably. I personally can testify to the 
esteem with which the dentists of . 
regard 

Dr. L. P. Haskell, founder of the school, 
said yesterday: 

“For ten years I conducted what was 
known as the Haskell Post-Graduate School 
of Prosthetic Dentistry, for the purpose of 
instructing practicing dentists in special 
lines of artificial work with which they were 
not sufficiently familiar. It instructed den- 
tists from every State in the union, Canada, 
Mexico, Chile, Honolulu, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, and European countries—in fact, it 
had become known the world over. It was 
in no respect a college; consequently. we is- 
sued no diploma, but gave a certificate to 
each student stating he had taken the 
course. The school was in no way con- 
nected with any outside institution. 

„Last May I gave up the school, but dur- 
ing the fall it was started again by my for- 
mer partner, who still, by my consent, uses 
my name, as I consider him a thorough in- 
structor, and am sure he is in no way con- 
nect¢d. with any outside —

Fred Dindhammer of 
Academy yesterday broke all the Western 
college records in a strength test taken at 
the Evanston T. M. C. A. gymnasium under 
the supervision of Director Dass. Dind- 
hammer scored a total of 4,682 points. The 
best previous college record in the West 
was 4,238, made by Alfred W. Place of the 
University of Chicago on Feb. 16 last. 

The marks scored by Dindhammer were 
as follows: Arms, 1,189; legs, 2,804; trunk, 
639; total, 4,632. 

Dindhammer is 23 years of age, weighs 
only 159 pounds, and is 5 feet 7% inches high. 
He rows No. 4 in the Evanston itp-saving 
crew.

New York, Dec. 12.— [Special. Wholesale 
stealing, in which an entire community par- 
ticipate, refusal of the courts to uphold 
valid claims, and the impossibility of secur- 
ing conviction before Judge or jury are the 
reasons given by E. C. Benedict, banker, 
and intimate friend of ex-President Grover 
Cleveland, and the former’s partner, Frank 
Hastings of 80 Broadway, for the crisis in 
the affairs of the Indianapolis Gas company, 
of which Mr. Hastings is President and Mr. 
Benedict a large stockholder. 

Citizens of Indianapolis, these men de- 
clare, have carried the stealing to such an 
extent that the company has been forced 
to discontinue the payment of dividends. In 
a letter issued to the stockholders of the 
company President Hastings says: . 

These violations of law are not confined 
to the poor or vicious, butAnclude city and 
county buildings, city officials, lawyers, 
churches, ministers of the gospel, physi- 
clans, architects, and some of the most 
prominent residents and business houses in 
Indianapolis.“ 


No Protection in the Court. 

The company has found that courts will 
not support its claims, sympathizing instead 
with the conspirators, it is alleged, and no 
jury can be found to return a verdict of 
guilty. 

Under an old municipal ordinance the 
company has been forced to sell gas by con- 
tract instead of by meter measurement. Ef- 
forts to make a change to meter measure- 
ment have been successfully opposed by the 
citizens of Indianapolis, and the company 
says that in consequence of wastage. 
pressure in the gas fields has been greatly 
diminished, and before long Indianapolis may 
find itself burned. dt, wales her citizens

Laugh at Benedict's charges. | 

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 12.—[®pegial.]—" If 
the people of a country o knew how Indi- 
anapolis residents pay for gas they don’t 
get they would lay little stress on Mr. Bene- 


dict’s words. A whole community was never 


made up of thieves." 

So spoke Mayor Taggart tonight atte 
reading the wholesale charges made against 
the citizens of Indianapolis by E. C. Bene- 
dict. 

The citizens of Indianapolis laugh at Mr. 


Benedict’s outburst, for they have their own } 


side to the story. 

There has been a strong suspicion that the 
gas company has manipulated the supply of 
fuel to this city, in order to get meters, which 
would be immensely more profitable to the 
company than the present system of month- 
ly rates. 

The Standard Oil people tried to secure a 
monopoly on natural gas when first intro- 
duced in Indianapolis, and the people or- 
ganized the consumers’ trust to get gas 
cheaper. The commercial bodies ccéperated 
with the City Council and established a 
schedule of rates before granting any ordi- 
nances, and the people. have zealously 
guarded this original ordinance, although 
numerous attempts have been made to capt- 
ure the Council by the gas company. 


Pledged Against Meters. 

In the last city campaign every member of 
the Council pledged himself against the in- 
troduction of meters. The syndicate which 
owns the Indianapolis Gas company and nu- 
merous other plants over the State has been 
buying up competing plants, forcing the use 
of meters, and raising rates wherever it gets 
the monopoly. In the gas belt, where new 
wells have been sunk, frequently 92 sup- 
ply of gas has been obtained. 

It is undoubtedly true that the practice of 
boring the mixer is almost universal in In- 
dianapolis in spite of the law against Ik. It 
may be explained that at the end of the nat- 
ural gas pipe is a contrivance for mixing air 
and gas. The gompany has a standard 
aperture in this contrivance which permits 
only a certain flow of gas. The consumers 
enlarge this hole by chiseling it. out so that 
more gas will escape into the burner. This 
is called boring the mixers.

RUMORS OFBIGFRAUDS 
IN CLOTHING SOLD ARMY 
Fon SUPPLYING TROOPS. 


Nearly $3,000,000 Worth of Overcoats, 


Blouses, Trousers; Shirts, Shoes, and 
Blankets Said to Be Far Below Re- 
quires Standard. 


Washington, D. C., Deo. 12.—[Special.]— 
Rumors of the discovery of stupendous frauds 
on the government by contractors who supply 
the army with overcoats, blouses, trousers, 
shirts, shoes, and blankets have caused great 
uneasiness in the Quartermaster General's 
department. These reports emanate most- 
ly from Philadelphia, where there is now 
in Schuylkill Arsenal upward of $8,000,000 
worth of these military stores, most of them 
of a quality below the government standard, 
while large quantities of each class of sup- 
plies are said to have been condemned. 


MORRISON JURY STILL OUT. 
Mysterious Communication Sent to the 
Judge by Men Studying Fate of 
Accused Woman. 
El Dorado, Kas., Dec. 12.—When the jury

The amount of mortgage bonds in circula- 
tion is five milllards marks. The mortgage 
banks were the principal sources of supply to 
the money market, their bonds being re- 
garded as first-class securities. 

All this confidence has now disappeared 
and the public is selling the bonds indis- 
criminately at panic prices. The Pomeranian 
Bank in one week repurchased 84,000,000 
worth of its own bonds. The First Preussiche 
Hypothek Bank and the Deutsche Grund- 
schuld Bank were unable to meet the storm 
and the government appointed receivers in 
both cases. |

Strongly Worded Resolution Adopted 
at the Dublin Convention in Favor 
of the Abolition of the Non-Resident 
Land-Owning Class—Michael Davitt 
Asked to Return to Parliament— 
Appeal to America for Funds— 
Healy Is Not Disturbed. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 12.—The Nationalist con- 
vention resumed its sessions today, John 
Redmond presiding. After resolutions had 
been adopted amending the constitution of 
the United Irish league and making the Na- 
tionalist convention an annual fixture, Will- 
fam O’Brien moved a strongly worded reso- 
lution in favor of the abolition of landlord- 
ism in Ireland and the transfer of the soil 
to the occupying proprietary. Ireland's 
struggle, he declared, should continue with- 
out ceasing until the landlords were forced 
to abandon their present intolerable system 
of dual control. One branch of the Irish 
league, continued Mr. O’Brien, will devote 
its time to bringing to the doors of land- 
lords, land-grabbers, and their castle allies 
the inconvenience of landlordism. 

The resolution was adopted amid the ut- 
most enthusiasm. 


Coming to America for Funds. 

Resolutions appealing for funds from Amer- 
ica and elsewhere to be used against jury 
packing and for the propagation of the Irish 
language were adopted. 

The convention adopted resolutions invit- 
ing Messrs. Thomas Sexton and Michael 
Davitt to return to Parliament. 


Timothy Healy Not Disturbed.

INDIANS THREATEN MASSACRE 
OF ALL WITHIN ITS WALLS. 


Desperate Battle with Braves in Utah 
Imminent When Communication 
Ceased Last Night—Troops Rushed 
to the Scene from Fort Duquesne— 
Diphtheria Scare and Refusal of 
Authorities to Aller Children 
Withdrawn from School the Cause. 


Price, Utah, Dec. 12.—[Special.]—Telephone 
messages received here tonight from the 
‘White Rock Indian Agency say that the 
Ute Indians on the reservation are threat- 
ening the agent and all other whites at the 
agency and that an appeal has been sent to 
Fort Duchesne for aid. ae 

Troop K of the Ninth Cavalry arrived d 
the agency this evening, after being rushed 
from the fort at all possible speed in response 
to an appeal from Major Myton, the agent. 
All communication by wire ceased for the 
‘night at 9 o'clock. At that time the Indians 
were reported gathering for an attack and 
a fight was expected before morning. 

The trouble began a week ago, when the 
Colorado authorities drove the Indian hunt- 
ers back to Utah. Large bands had crossed 
the State line to look for game. The red- 
skins claimed that their issue of government 


| rations was not sufficient for their subsist- 


ence and that they were in danger of starv- 


ing. 


The Indians returned in am ugly mood. 
They quarreled with the whites on the reser- 
vation on the slightest excuse. Not long 
ago a fresh cause for dispute arose in the 
breaking out of measles in the boarding 
school at White Rock. As one child after an- 
other came down with the disease the dis- 
content of the Indians increased, and a num- 
ber wished to take their children from the 
school. This was refused. 

One girl died last night. Black Hawk went 
to the school this morning and demanded the 
release of his children, O’Connor, a teach- 
er, made some show of resistance and was 
thrown down-stairs and the children taken 
away by force. Several other children were 
taken away by other Indians. ; 

The Indians became excited and today 
were planning to burn the boarding school. 
Major Myton feared they would carry out 
their threat and sent to Fort Duchesne for 


aid, which was dispatched by Major Hughes, 


the commandant. 


TWO WOMEN BRAVELY 
RISK LIVES IN FLAMES 
AND MAY DIE OF BURNS. 


Mrs. Catherine Marousky Tries to Pro- 
tect. Property and Then Daughter 
Comes to Save Mother — Blaze in 
Kitchen at 811 W. Twentieth Street. 


Mrs. Catherine Marousky, 811 West Twen- 
tieth street, was probably fatally burned by 
blazing lard yesterday afternoon, and a 
daughter, Lena, was so badly injured in try- 
ing to save her mother that the girl may die. 

The fire started when a kettle of lard 
boiled over on the kitchen range. Mrs. 
Marousky was in the adjoining room, and 
although the flames from the burning lard 
almost filled the kitchen she rushed in and 
attempted to smother them. Her clothing 
was ignited and she ran back into the dining- 
room. There she was discovered by her 
daughter Lena endeavoring to extinguish 
the fire, which had burned nearly all of her 
clothing off. 

In efforts to save her mother’s life Lena’s 
clothing dlso caught fire. Had it not been 
for the timely arrival of Engine Company 
No. 23 both women would have been burned 
to death. Members of the engine company 
found them both struggling with fire and 
nearly exhausted. They wrapped the women 
in blankets and smothered the flames, and 
then called physicians. 

Mrs. Marousky was burned about the face, 
hands, and neck, and is thought to be fatal- 
ly injured. The girl is burned about the face 
and hands and it is believed she inhaled 
flames. Her condition is said to be critical. 

The Village of Clyde, in the Town of Cicero, 
was threatened in the afternoon by a prairie 
fire at Ridgeland avenue and Twenty-sixth 
street. The prairie was in flames for several 
blocks, two straw stacks were burning, and 
a strong wind was blowing the smoke and 
cinders over the village. The volunteer fire 
department was called out and aid was asked 
from neighboring villages. After half an 
nour's work the fire was subdued.

CONVENT BURNS; PUPILS SAFE. 


Sisters of Mercy School at Fort Dodge, 
Ia., Destroyed—Nuns Brave Death 
to Rescue Children. 


Fort Dodge, Ia., Dec. 12.—[Special.]—The 
Sisters.of Mercy Convent was destroyed by 
fire early this morning. There were about 
a hundred pupils in the building and a num- 
ber narrowly escaped death. 

The fire was discovered by Mother Cather- 
ine, the Superioress, who was awakened at 
8 o’clock by the light shining in her eyes. 
She arose to investigate and found the 
cupola of the school building in flames. She 
hastened to the school bell as the guickest 
method of arousing the sleeping inmates, 
but as she grasped the rope it crumbled to 
ashes in her hands. 

She then hurried to the rooms of the sisters 
and the scholars, all of whom were quickly 
aroused, but the flames spread more rapidly 
than did the alarm. 

The building was an old frame structure, 
dry as tinder, and burned rapidly. The sis- 
ters risked their lives in rescuing the young- 


burning beds. Sister Mary Ignatius and 
Mother Alexis made repeated trips into the 
burning building, bringing their little 
charges back in their arms. 

While rescuing the pupils the sisters neg- 
lected their personal belongings and the 
convent furnishings, all of which were de- 
stroyed. The greatest loss was the library 
of more than two thousand volumes, consid- 
ered one of the finest Catholic libraries 
iowa.

The plans for the Chicago Parental School have been com- 
pleted and approved by the Board of Education. Bids will be 
called for and contracts let for the construction of the various 
buildings within a month. Efforts will be made to complete them 
by July 1, 1901, as required | by the parental school law, 


school will be located on a fifty-acre tract 


city in Jefferson Township, near Bowmanville, and is about an 
hour’s ride from the center of the city by the Northwestern Ele- 
vated railroad and the Lincoln avenue electric line. The site is 
ideal for such an institution, being well out in the country and 
having natural drainage. The buildings and the school grounds 
proper will occupy twenty acres, ten being used for the buildings 
and ten for the.playgrounds.- The rethaining land will be used 
for gardening purposes. It has already been plowed preparatory 
to cultivation in the spring. The general plan for the grounds 
provides for the erection of the main building in the center, with 
the cottages for the boys circling around to the richt and left, In 
the quadrangle thus formed will be a basin of water, surrounded 
by flower beds and lawns. A driveway will extend around in 
front of the two rews of cottages to the main building. The Su- 
perintendent’s residence will stand on the left of the main build- 
ing as the grounds are entered at the corner of St. Louis and 
Berwyn avenues, in the midst of a grove. The plan for the first . 
floor of the school building provides for two spacious and well 
lighted and ventilated manual training rooms. On the other side 
will be the various storerooms and dining-room for the help. The 
general assembly room will be located on the main floor, to-

be located on the third floor. The cottages will be ten in number, 
and will be double, with accommodations for sixty pupils and 
four instructors, or thirty-two in each family, They will be built 
of brick and will include playrooms, dining-rooms, and baths on 
the first floor, an open dormitory, with a capacity of thirty beds, 
and rooms for the faculty on the second floor, while on the third 
there will be a large reading-room, 
small rooms. The bakery, laundry, and kitchen will be located 
in the rear of the main building. The food will be conveyed in 
heated cars from the kitchen to the cottages. On one side of 
the main building will stand the gymnasium, while on the other | 
a manual training building will be erected when needed. 
will also be a large barn and other small buildings in the rear of 
the main building. All penal ideas have been avoided in the draw- 
ing of the plans. There will be no walls, bars, or cells, and the 
pupils will be treated as truants, not as criminals. It is not the 
intention of the management that any stigma shall attach to those 
who have been students. The plans for the buildings and grounds 
were prepared by W. B. Mundie, architect of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and will cost $200,000. The cottage idea was adopted as the

Recommendation That Strictly Union 
Man Be Given Piace as Adviser te 
President of United States Net Up- 
held by Conventi Wins 
Twe Points on and 
Modes of Eleetion—Many Resolu- 
tions Voted Down. 


Louisville, Ky., Dec. 12. [Special. The 
American Federation of Labor today reject- 
ed a resolution for a Department of Labor 
with a bona fide trades unionist in the Cabi- 
net. The resolution, backed by Delegate 
Reddick, was reported unfavorably by the 
Committee on Resolutions. There was an 


animated discussion, the fight for the reso- 
Socialist 


lution being led by Reddick and the 
delegate, Max Hayes of Cleveland. Vice 
President Duncan and Delegate Agard led 
the opposition. The report of the committee 
against the resolution was finally concurred 
in by a vote of 78 to 47. 


To Organize Porto Ricans. 
The discussion of the organization of labor 
in Porto Rico in advance of the development 
by American capital was resumed today, 
and the report of the Executive Council, rec- 
ommending that all trades in Porto Rico be 
organized, that constitutions be translated 
into Spanish, and appropriating $3,000. for | 


this work, was concurred in. 


The anti-scalping bill was denounced for 
the fourth time. The convention voted down 
a resolution festricting immigration, as it 
also did a resolution demanding the repeal of 
the convict parole law in Illinois. Another 
defeated resolution called for the reduction 
of the war tax on beer. Free text books for 
public schools were favored. 

A resolution providing for a general strike 
fund, under the supervision of the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of La- 
bor, was unfavorably reported on by the 
Committee on Laws and the recommendation 
concurred in. 

A feature of the day’s sessions was the 
presentation of gold watches to the three 
‘foreign fraternal delegates. 


Gompers Wins Two Points. 


Today's sessions disclosed the fact that 
there will be little or no opposition to the re- 
election of Samuel Gompers as President. 
Two propositions, the votes on which may be 
regarded as tests, resulted in decisive tri- 
umphs for the ideas advocated by Mr. Gom- 
pers. Max Hayes of Cleveland led the op- 
position in both instances. One of the reso- 
lutions was to limit the term of the federa- 
tion's President in future to two years; the 
other provided for the election of the officers 
of the body by the initiative and referendum, 
instead of a vote in mass convention, on 
the last day of the annual session, as pre- 
vails at present. Both were defeated.

EXPORT AND DOMESTIC PRICES. 

The minority report of the Democratic 
members of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee on the bill to reduce taxation contains 
much chaff and also a few grains of wheat. 
These Democrats say “we witness daily 
the gross injustice of monoplies created and 
fostered by the government selling goods, 
as they continually do, to foreign consumers 
out of the same factory at a lower price 
than they sell the same goods to home con- 
sumers.” Therefore it is urgently insisted 
that “the present tariff laws should be 
modified so as to prevent this imposition 
upon our own citizens.” | 
The practice of haying a lower export 
and a higher domestic price has not been 
indulged in so extensively by American 
‘manufacturers as the Democratic members 
of the Ways and Means committee intimate, 
but it is well known that in many instances 
highly protected manufacturers who owe 


their country have been ungrateful enough 
to discriminate against domestic in favor of 
foréign consumers. A few years ago some 
American manufacturers sold at reduced 
prices abroad surplus stocks for which there 
was no demand at home. Today there are 


| manufacturers whose steady policy it is to 


have a lower price abroad and a higher 
price at home. 

The offenseris as notorious as it is un-. 
pardonable. The corrective should be ap- 
plied at once. Wherever a manufacturer 
takes advantage of a protective duty to 
exact a high monopoly price in the home 
market while in foreign markets he charges 
the lower but still profitable price which the 
competition of rivals forces upon him, then 
that duty which is being abused should 
be lowered. This is good Republican doc- 
trine. John Sherman, whose loyalty to 
protection was never questioned, was in 
favor of repealing protective duties when 
manufacturers benefited by them formed 
trusts. He would have favored the repeal 
of such duties when manufacturers used 
them in any other way to the injury of their 
countrymen.

Ways and Means committee has done in 
this i ce, the party in power should 
be quick to take notice of that criticism and 
act upon it, thereby strengthening itself 
and benefiting the country.

THR TRUST LAW DECISION. 
The joint opinion given yesterday by 
Judges Tuley, Waterman, and Dunne in 
the Circuit Court declares the anti-trust 
law of Illinois to be valid on the point at 
issue, While at the same time it declares an 
important section of the act to be void. 
The suits were brought by the Secretary of 
State to recover fines from corporations 
that have failed to file affidavits stating that 
they Are not members of a trust. The 
court holds that the State can, in the ex- 
ercise of the police power, prescribe regula- 
tions requiring corporations to make reports 
such as dre asked. This is a victory fer 
the State, but it is offset by another part 
of the decision, which declares the first 
section of the existing law to be uncon- 
stitutional. Two of the three Judges hold 
to this opidion. Thus the matter stands, 
and it remains to be seen what the Supreme

The opinion holds that section 1 of the 
act of 1891, defining trusts, is void because 
of a proviso at the end which says that 


tion of articles of merchandise, the cost of 
which is maivly made up of wages, it shall 
not be unlawful for persons, firms, or cor- 
porations doing business in this State to 
enter into joint arrangements of any sort, 
the principal object or effect of which is 
to maintain or increase wages.” This 
proviso was tacked on to the original law 
in 1897 at the instance of Senator Littler 
for the behefit of the coal mine owners. 
Many persons believed at the time that 
such a proviso was unconstitutional and 
the court now so déclarés. It holds that 
the anti-trust law is in effect an amendment 
of the general law authorizing the forma- 
tion of corporations. Such a law,” the 
Judges say, “ must be general in its charac- 
ter and applicable to all corporations, and 
not special, as this law is held to be.“ 

No doubt this ruling will be sustained 
by the Supreme Court when it comes to 
pass on the question. Fortunately the 
Legislature will soon be in session, and 
it can at once take up the matter and re- 
vine the jumble er anti-trust legislation 
now on the statute books. It should not 
be difficult to change the objectionable sec- 
tion, so as to remove the stigma of special 
legislation from it. This is a point to which 
the Attorney General called attention two 
years ago. In the meantime, combinations 
in festraint of trade are no more legal 
than they were before, since the common 
law would make them subject to punishment 
even if there were no anti-trust statute. 


CHARITIES BOARD SHOULD AGREE.

THE CHAFFEE-WALDERSEE AFFAIR. 

General Chaffee’s brief misunderstanding 
with Count von Waldersee has been much 
more easily adjusted than was that between 
Admiral Diedrichs and Commodore Dewey 
at Manila. This slight imcident at Pekin 
was happily ended almost as soon as it had 
begun, but Americans will not be sorry it 
occurred. They will like General Chaffee 
better because of it. It appears that the 
American General wrote a letter “tm a 
rough tone” to the German Field Marshal, 
protesting against the action of German 
officers in seizing the valuable astronbenical 
instruments belonging to the imperial obser- 
vatory. Count von Waldersee resented the 
outspoken language and returned the letter 
to General Chaffee, whereupon the Amer 
ican officer wrote another letter apologizing 
for the objectionable words, and the inci- 
dent was amicably closed. 

The manner of General 
was probably too brusque, but the matter 
was commendable. Whoever removed the 
astronomical instruments had no right to 
do anything of the kind, and deserved cen- 
sure. These historical instruments, which 
figure in‘ almost every book on China, were 
the gift of Louis XIV. of France. French- 
men have felt that if any nation had a 
right to take them tt should be France. 
As a matter of fact, no foreigner in Pekin 
has any right to lay hands on this or any 
other property of the Chinese government. 
For any officer to do so is merely to join 
in the disgraceful looting which the private 
soldiers of some nationalities have been 
allowed to indulge in. Such actions are 
perhaps to be expected of common soldiers 
if left unrestrained, but something better 
is expected of officers.

There is no class of institutions which 
showld. have such careful and continuous 
inspection on the part of responsible 
authorities as the so-called homes for de- 
pendent children. There are in the neighbor- 
hood of twenty such asylums in Chicago 
and Cook County. Doubtless most of them 
are under the management of conscien- 
tious and kind-hearted people, who make 
the proper care of their helpless wards 
a matter of personal duty. Doubtless the 
conditions in most of these “homes” are 
as good as can be reasonably éxpected to 
prevail in such institutions. Recent in- 
vestigations in at least two cases have 
shown, however, that in some instances 
these so-called “homes” are mere libels 
on the name of charity. They are run by 
people who take advantage of the necessities 
of the helpless babes intrusted to them to 
fill their own pockets, Little attention is 
paid to the wants of the children, who, un- 
able to complain for themselves, must suffer 
in silence. It is almost incredible that peo- 
ple should exist who are willing to make 
money out of the sufferings of innocent 
children, but the facts, unfortunately, not 
only justify but compel the statement. In 
other cases the managers of children’s homes 
have been found to be well meaning but 
incompetent people who ought not to be 
trusted to bring up a litter of young pup- 
pies. In either case the result is practical- 
ly the same. The little children aicken and 
suffer and die and it makes little difference 
whether criminal carelessness or mere of- 
ficial incompetency is responsible. : 

In investigating the work of the various 
‘asylums for dependent children the Asso- 
ciated Charities and the officers of the 
Juvenile Court are doing a and neces- 
siry work. But they should not stop with 
one or two visits of inspection at stated 
times of the year. At irregular and un- 
certain intervals their agents should visit 
and report on the conditions in the various 
children’s homes dnd they should make their 
reports public. No institution which calls 
upon the public to contribute to its support 
should object to such reports, to which 
the charitable public is justly entitled. 

The child which is condemned by cit 
cumstances to spend the early yeare of 
its life in an institution of any kind is un- 
happy and unfortunate undér the best of 
conditions. Society can do no less in behalf 
of the dependent child than to see that 
it is not abused or deprived of any of the 
few advantages which it is possible to give it 
under present condftions. As for people 
who prey on the necessities of these children 
and at the same time on the kindly sym- 
pathies of charitable people, they should 
get all the rigor of the law. | 


SUBSIDIES TO AID FOREIGNERS. 

According to a New York dispatch, freight 
rates on pig iron and billets from Pittsburg 
to the seaboard are to be red 40 per 
cent after Jan. I. It ie said that an ap- 
plication for a reduction of rates was made 
two months ago and was refused by the 

‘freight managers of the trunk Hues. It 
may be that fear lest the Carnegie company 
‘Should carry out its threat to build a rail- 
road to the seaboard for the transportation 
of its products has had something to: do

It is the wish of the Pittsburg manufac- 
turers to have the freight rates on iron and 
steel goods intended for export made as low 
as possible so as to facilitate the growth 
of foreign trade in these articles, It is evi- 
dent that if they can deliver their products 
abroad more cheaply by reason of lower 
transportation rates they will sell more 
goods and make more money. 

If these manufacturers or any other 
manufacturers can expand their foreign 
trade by inducing railroad or steamship 
companies to give them lower freight rates, 
well and good. Thé presumption will be 
that the carriers have concluded they will 
make more money by carrying a larger quan- 
tity of freight at a lower rate than a ma Her 
quantity atahigherrate. This isa different 

ter from asking the general government 

subsidize steamship lines in order that 
they may be able to tranéport more cheaply 
to foreign markets the products of the Car- 
negie tompany and other companies which 
compose the steel rail pool and the other 
steel and iron pools, It is easy to see how 
these concerns, whiich have an extensive 
foreign trade now and are selling their 
products abroad at lower prices than at 
home—thanks to an excess of protection, 
which enables them to maintain excessive 
prices here—will benefit by this arrange- 
ment. It is not easy to see how the tax- 
payers who contribute the subsidies will be 
advantaged. Domestic consumers of steel 
will not get that metal on better terms. For- 
eign consumers may pay less for it, thanks 
to the subsidies paid by American tax- 
payers. | |

corporation, whose $100 certificates sell for
